THE OPERATOR OF THE VENDING MACHINE SHALL POST A WARNING LABEL ON 17 

THE EXTERIOR OF THE VENDING MACHINE THAT INFORMS CONSUMERS THAT 18 

SOME FOODS CONTAINED WITHIN THE VENDING MACHINE MAY CONTAIN 19 

PEANUTS. 20
